Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

1) wherein the resin sealing step for the semiconductor chip is carried out in a 
state in which, in a section orthogonal to a second side of the main surface of the 
semiconductor chip which intersects the first side of the main surface of the 
semiconductor chip, a sectional area of an area between the main surface of the wiring 
substrate and the main surface of the cavity at a position outside a side face along the 
extending direction of the second side of the main surface of the semiconductor chip is 
smaller than a sectional area of an area between the main surface of the semiconductor 
chip and the main surface of the cavity; and 

2) wherein the resin sealing step for the semiconductor chip carried out state in 
which the distance from a side face extending along the third side the main surface of 
the semiconductor chip to a side face along the third side of the main surface of longer 
than the distance from the second side extending the cavity side face extending along 
main surface the semiconductor chip to extending along the second side of the main 
surface of the cavity and is longer than the distance from a side face extending along 
the fourth side of the main surface the semiconductor chip to side face side face 
extending along the fourth side of the main surface of the cavity.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
